NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

COLORING  SAUSAGE  CASINGS  BY  COOKING  IN  LIEU  OF  DIPPING. 

Experiments  conducted  under  bureau  supervision  having  shown  that  sausage  casings 
can  be  colored  properly  by  cooking  in  water  to  which  small  amounts  of  approved  dyes 
have  been  added,  this  method  of  coloring  is  now  permitted.  Previous  instructions 
prohibiting  the  addition  of  dyes  to  the  water  in  which  the  sausages  are  cooked  contained 
in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  August,  1910,  page  52,  under  the 
heading,  "Artificial  Coloring  of  Sausages."  are  hereby  withdrawn.  When  sausage 
casings  are  dyed  by  this  method  the  process  must  be  closely  supervised  and  care  taken 
to  see  that  excessive  amounts  of  dye  are  not  used  and  that  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
3-B,  section  6,  Regulation  18,  namely,  that  the  casings  may  be  dyed  but  the  meat- 
must  not  be,  are  strictly  complied  with.  In  the  experiments  mentioned,  1  ounce  of 
pure  Orange  I  in  500  gallons  of  water,  or  approximately  1  part  of  dye  in  67,000  parts  of 
water,  was  found  to  give  satisfactory  results.  This  strength  of  dye  should  not  be 
exceeded  materially  unless  it  can  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  in  charge 
that  the  greater  strength  of  dye  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  satisfactory  dyeing  of  the 
casings  and  that  no  penetration  of  the  casing  and  dyeing  of  the  meat  is  caused  thereby. 
In  any  such  case  the  matter  must  be  promptly  taken  up  with  the  bureau  and  samples  of 
the  sausage  forwarded  to  the  Washington  meat-inspection  laboratory  for  examination. 

The  proportions  given  above  apply  to  the  pure  dyes  listed  in  food  inspection  decision 
184  and  republished  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  October,  1922. 
As  most  of  the  sausage-casing  colors  on  the  market  contain  considerable  amounts  of 
inert  material,  larger  proportions  of  these  may  be  permitted.  These  mixtures  must 
not,  however,  be  used  in  greater  strength  than  three  ounces  to  500  gallons  of  water, 
or  approximately  1  part  in  22,000,  without  permission  of  the  bureau. 

THE  SOURING  OF  HAMS. 

A  study  of  the  souring  of  hams  and  of  the  organisms  contained  in  fresh-chilled  hog 
carcasses  has  been  made  at  the  Omaha. meat-inspection  laboratory  by  E.  A.  Boyer, 
laboratory  inspector  in  charge.  This  study  has  shown  that  bacteria  identical  with 
those  found  in  sour  hams  are  present  in  the  meat,  the  synovial  fluid  of  the  stifle  joint, 
and  in  the  marrow  of  the  femur  bone,  at  the  end  of  the  customary  period  of  chilling. 
Souring  evidently  results  from  the  development  of  such  bacteria.  It  follows,  there- 
fore, that  souring  may  be  prevented  by  checking  their  development  and  preventing 
any  renewal  of  growth.  This  can.be  accomplished  best  by' prompt,  rapid,  and  efficient 
chilling,  and  maintaining  a  uniform  low  temperature  in  the  meat  until  the  curing 
agents  become  effective.  Maintenance  of  uniform  low  temperature  in  the  chill  room, 
proper  spacing  of  the  carcasses  in  the  chill  room,  and  prompt  handling  in  the  cutting 
rooms  are  suggested  as  practical  measures  of  prevention. 

Promptness  in  evisceration  of  carcasses,  particularly  such  as  fall  from  the  rail  or  are 
railed  out  because  of  unsatisfactory  cleaning,  etc.,  is  recommended.  The  importance 
of  thorough  sanitation  emphasized  in  B.  A.  I.  Bulletin  132  (A  Bacteriological  study 
of  Ham  Souring,  by  Charles  N.  McBryde)  is  in  no  way  diminished  by  the  results  of 
this  work. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  and  owners  and  operators  of  official  establish- 
ments are  urged  to  give  careful  attention  to  the  recommendations  with  a  view  to  obtain- 
ing all  possible  reduction  in  the  present  rate  of  spoilage. 

*  Conducts  slaughtering. 
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FRESH  PORK  LIVERS  FOR  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

1.  Referring  to  instructions  governing  the  inspection,  selection,  and  handling  of 
fresh  pork  cuts  and  organs  for  Great  Britain,  the  post-mortem  inspection  including  the 
rail  inspection  of  the  carcass  must  be  completed  before  it  is  possible  to  determine 
whether  fresh  pork  cuts  or  organs  of  the  carcass  are  eligible  for  such  exportation. 

2.  In  view  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  maintaining  the  identity  of  each  liver 
with  the  individual  carcass  from  which  it  was  removed  pending  the  completion  of  the 
rail  inspection  of  the  carcass,  the  bureau  approves  the  procedure  of  identifying  livers 
with  carcasses  in  lots  or  groups,  as  follows: 

3.  When  carcasses  and  the  livers  thereof  are  found  upon'the  head  and  viscera  inspec- 
tion to  be  free  from  disease,  a  number  of  such  livers  shall  be  held  in  a  container  dis- 
tinctly marked  to  correspond  to  the  carcasses  from  which  the  livers  were  derived.  The 
identity  of  each  group  of  livers  with  the  corresponding  group  of  carcasses  shall  be  main- 
tained until  the  rail  inspection  of  the  group  of  carcasses  is  completed.  If  rail  inspec- 
tion reveals  disease  in  any  carcass,  all  the  livers  of  the  corresponding  group  shall  be 
excluded  from  export  to  Great  Britain. 

4.  The  number  of  containers  and  the  number  of  livers  placed  in  a  container,  as  well 
as  the  manner  of  marking  the  containers  and  identifying  the  groups  of  carcasses,  will 
vary  in  the  different  hog-killing  departments.  Therefore  it  will  devolve  upon  each 
inspector  in  charge  to  determine  these  details  for  the  different  establishments  at  his 
station. 

RELABELING  PRODUCTS. 

Whenever  the  management  of  an  official  establishment  desires  to  supply  labels 
(including  cartons,  domestic  meat  labels,  or  other  materials  bearing  the  marks  of 
inspection),  for  the  purpose  of  substituting  such  materials  in  lieu  of  those  which  have 
become  disfigured,  the  matter  shall  first  be  taken  up  with  the  Washington  office.  The 
substitution  will  be  permitted  only  when  the  poduct  is  first  inspected  by  an  employee 
of  the  bureau  and  found  to  be  sound,  healthful,  wholesome,  and  otherwise  fit  for  human 
food.  Such  employee  shall  also  see  that  the  materials  substituted  are  identical  with 
those  removed  from  the  product  except  in  cases  where  specific  permission  to  the  con- 
trary is  obtained  from  the  bureau. 

The  necessary  supervision  will  be  furnished  only  at  points  where  Federal  meat 
inspection  is  maintained,  and  if  the  relabeling  or  substitution  of  containers  is  to  be 
conducted  at  warehouses  or  other  establishments  not  operating  under  inspection  the 
supervision  will  be  contingent  upon  an  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  official  establish- 
ment requesting  the  supervision  to  the  effect  that  such  official  establishment  will  meet 
the  expenses  involved  in  the  detail  of  bureau  employees  to  supervise  the  work  follow- 
ing the  completion  of  eight  hours  of  service  under  a  regular  assignment  on  meat- 
inspection  work. 

In  cases  where  the  proposed  substitution  involves  only  the  shipping  containers  and 
is  to  take  place  at  unofficial  establishments  the  omission  of  the  marks  of  inspection  from 
the  shipping  containers  to  be  substituted  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  bureau  super- 
vision, and  subsequent  interstate  shipment  of  the  units  bearing  the  marks  of  inspection 
in  shipping  containers  from  which  the  marks  of  inspection  are  omitted  may  be  made 
under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  1  and  3,  section  4,  Regulation  25,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211 
(Revised). 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  such  materials  be  sent  out  from  an  establishment  until 
permission  is  obtained  from  the  Washington  office.  Such  materials  should  not  be 
forwarded  to  Washington,  but  upon  receipt  of  advice  that  the  substitution  is  authorized 
the  materials  involved  should  be  forwarded,  under  bureau  supervision,  by  the  estab- 
lishment making  the  request,  to  the  inspector  in  charge  at  the  point  where  the  substi- 
tution is  to  take  place,  and  the  parties  who  are  to  conduct  the  substitution  should  make 
arrangements  with  the  inspector  in  charge  for  the  delivery  of  the  materials  to  the  place 
where  the  substitution  is  to  be  accomplished. 

These  instructions  supersede  those  outlined  under  the  caption  "Relabeling 
Products,"  in  Service  Announcements  dated  June  16,  1913.
